second mortgage bonds which matured in the previous year, making the 
net increase in interest on funded debt $59,195.98.

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The number of passengers transported during the year was 2,244,227, 
being 257,957, or 12.99 per cent more than in 1898. 

Of these passengers 18,048 were military, moved on government 
account. 

The number of through passengers transported was 138,244, being 
26,365, or 23.57 per cent more than in 1898. 

The number of local passengers transported was 2,105,983, being 
221,592 or 11.76 per cent more than m 1898. 

The proportion between through and local passengers was approxi- 
mately, 6 through to 94 local. 

The average distance traveled by passengers was 51 . 60 miles, or 1 . 20 
of a mile less than in 1898. 

The average fare per mile paid by all passengers was 1.92 cent, 
against 2 . 03 cents in 1898. 

The average fare per mile paid by local passengers was 1.98 cent. 

The average fare paid by through passengers was 1 . 84 cent. 

From the above statements it will be seen that the average fare paid 
by through and by local passengers is very nearly the same per mile. 

The freight transported during the year was 3,251,585 tons, increase 
compared with 1898, 413,069 tons, or 14.55 per cent. 

Freight carried one mile in 1899, 557,469,083 tons, increase 61,268,632 
tons, or 12.35 per cent. 

The average rate per ton-mile, was 0.83 cent in 1898 and 0.80 
cent in 1899. 

The average distance which freight was transported was in 1898, 
174.81 miles, and in 1899 171.44 miles. 

A change has been made in the manner of accounting, the classifica- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce Commission being adopted, whereby the 
gross earnings are reported in full instead of being subjected, as hereto- 
fore, to deduction on account of sundry operating expense items, which 
latter are now shown in their proper place in the accounts as operating 
expenses. In order to afford a proper comparison with the earnings and 
expenses of the previous year, 1898, the figures for that year have been 
revised, and for this reason they do not conform to those put forth in the 
last published report, but, it will be noted the net results are unchanged. 
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Owing to the shortage of equipment and the inability of the company 
to take care of its business at its local stations even, your Board author- 
ized the purchase of 1,500 thirty-ton box cars; 300 thirty-ton stock cars; 
1,000 forty-ton coal cars; 800 fifty-ton coal cars; 200 thirty-ton furniture 
cars; 50 seventy-five-ton mogul engines; 10 one-hundred-ton consolida- 
tion engines; 12 seventy-ton passenger engines^ and 5 seventy-ton switch- 
ing engines. 

Forty-seven of the locomotives, 1,000 box cars, 86 furniture cars, 
and 160 coal cars have been delivered during the period covered by this 
report. 

Large contracts have been made for bridge work, including one 
contract for the entire reconstruction of Glasgow bridge. 42,000 tons of 
rails were contracted for during the year 1899 for delivery in that year 
and the coming year. Extensive work has also been undertaken in the 
way of grade reductions, and it is hoped when these improvements are 
completed that the road will be in a condition to fairly take care of the 
business offering and will be able to handle it in the most economical 
manner. 

The thanks of the Board are due to the officers and employes for 
faithful service rendered during the year just closed.
